In blazing fur a path small trees 
were marked, but In blazing for the 
hound* of h Jot or town or for si 
farm line larger trees were usually 
se|e< ted, the blaze being made about 
breast high. 
When. however, a- was 
often the ease, the blazing was done 
in winter on deep snow by men travel­ 
ing on snowshoes, the mark wits nec­ 
essarily higher Up.
